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THE UPHEAVAL IN FRANCE 


The change of ministcries in France is 


of less significance than outward appear- 
ances might indicate. 
The Paris view 


seems to be that the Poincare govern- 
ment will have but a brief existence, and 
circumstances appear to support this 
forecast. 
The 
differences among the 


quarreling factions of the chamber of 
deputies had become so embarrassing to 
Briand that he appears to have chosen 
resignation as a method of precipitating 
the roiled vrateis. The general expecta- 
tion seems 1o be that as soon as the situa- 
tion has clarified and there is a prospect 
of greater cohesiveness on foreign poli- 
cies, either Briand or Clemenceau or some 
other strong leader -will return to power. 


France stands at the parting of the 


ways in foreign policy. It has an oppor- 
tunity, raider the Anglo-French treaty, 
to safeguard itself against a revival of 
the German menace and to create domes- 
tie security that will permit reduction of 
its military establishment in the interest 
of solvency and economic restoration. The 
effort to make it appear that Great Britain 
is seeking to place France in the position 
of accepting suzerainty is not likely to pre- 
vail. The jingoes have made it effective 
for the moment, but sober casting up of 
the facts ought to convince the French 
people that Lloyd George's proposal offers 
a solid solution of their military and 
international problems. 


So long as the British fleet controls the 


Korth Sea and is pledged to the defense of 
France, it is scarcely conceivable that 
Germany will risk another war or find it 
worth while to spend money in prepara- 
tion for such an impossibility. M. Briand 
has for months and throughout the period 
of the Arms conference at Washington 
been demanding the moral disarmament of 
Germany. The alliance with Great Brit- 
ain brings this about. 
While Poincare 


may disagree with Briand in some of the 
details of this alliance, there is no indica- 
tion that he will attempt to upset it or 
stand in 'the way of its final consumma- 
tion. The new premier realizes that it af- 
fords the one and only certain guarantee 
available to France. 


France, the most skillful bargainer in 


Europe, has been resorting to every re- 
course of diplomacy at the Arms confer- 
ence to gain for herself a political and 
military alliance that would insure her 
against Germany. The outcome is all that 
she can reasonably expect, and now that it 
has been attained it would seem to be up 
to France to throw off the mask, waive her 
submarine dreams and come to agreement 
with the powers seeking to reduce arm- 
ament and prevent aggressive war. The 
suspicion that France was seeking to cre- 
ate a militarism of her own had no real 
foundation, but it was an impression that 
had its effect in aiding her to obtain the 
terms for which she was haggling. 


A policy of isolation would be fatal to 


France, no matter how great her military 
conceptions might be. If France is wise 
ehe will make the alliance with Great 
Britain ^b complete and so anticipatory 
that she can proceed with land as well as 
naval disarmament. The change of min- 
istery involves no change of policy. The 
militarists and jingoists stand no greater 
chance of success than they did before. 
The game will proceed. There may be a 
slight differ nee in the method of play, 
but the end will be the same and there is 
good reason to believe it will be the kind 
of ending enlightened opinion in both 
Great Britain and America hope to see.

for the airplane, eight miles in the air, to 
catch up with the sun by exceeding the 
speed of the earth. This ship of the firma- 
ment would travel 750 miles an hour and 
encircle this orb without a stop. 


An airship which is now being built in 


France for an American firm is expected to 
cross the Atlantic ocean in twenty-four 
hours, its sustained speed to be 180 miles 
an hour. It will carry twenty to thirty 
passetrgws with baggage. 


Thar£ are birds that sail across the 


ocean, and from one part of the world to 
anrfthfr. at 200 miles and more an hour, 
and wing their way through the light of 
day and dark of night without fatigue. 
Man will conquer the air, as the birds 
have. We shall be flitting from New York 
to London, and from Boston to San Fran- 
cisco, for week-end visits, to close business 
contracts, or to settle affairs of state, be- 
fore very long. 


LESS FROM THE GOVERNMENT 
Somewhat 
amusing, yet suggestive, 


was the repartee between Senators Borah 
and Stanley at a committee hearing in 
Washington the other day. as to the pow- 
ers of the federal government. They in- 
quired whether there was anything the 
government could not do, anything that it 
had not tried to do. 
Sarcastically, they 


asked whether there was any business or 
occupation that was not subject somehow 
to a federal bureau. Representative gov- 
ernment, they feared, was tending toward 
a sort of absolute bureaucracy. 


Of recent years virtually all of the va- 


rious groups composing commerce have 
been impressed by the affluence, power 
and generosity of Washington. And many 
of the important civic groups, too, have 
not been backward about appealing to the 
source of authority and wisdom for finan- 
cial and legislative cooperation. 


Demanding money and laws of con- 


gress, insisting on the centralization • of 
regulation of business in federal depart- 
ments and extending the assistance or in- 
trusion of the government into business 
affairs generally, have become habitual, 
If there is something we cannot do our- 
selves, or something we want done, we go 
to Washington to do it: and if funds are 
needed for one purpose or another, and we 
cannot procure them from the proper 
channels and in the regular way. we 
glance longingly toward Washington, 
with its inexhaustible coffers and revolv- 
ing funds. 


And so. it also happens, when anything 


is wrong or unsatisfactory we attribute 
the blame to the federal government. If 
we do not hold the government directly 
responsible as the primary cause, we cling 
in resentment to the idea, that Washing- 
ton could and should rectify the circum- 
stances. This dependent attitude weak- 
ens our spirit and self-reliance and sense 
of freedom, and diminishes national and 
individual efficiency. It is a drift toward 
restriction of personal liberty, and it is 
one of the worst of all forces inimical to 
popular government. 


Bureaucracy is in reality the most seri- 


ous menace to republicanism. Washing- 
ton has functional duties for the public 
welfare, which comprise certain measure* 
of protective supervision, but the policy of 
advancement and prosperity is that of the 
least interference and minimum of assist- 
ance from the federal government.

THE HEALTHY SKIN 


Body washing is a more or less necessary evil. 


Dirt, dust, soot, soil, grime and grease accummu- 
late on the skin as we work or play, and must be 
removed now and then. Invisible dirt, con lamina' 
tion by bacteria, is sometimes a much more impor 
tant indication for body washing, and daily or rath- 
er several times a day an indication for soap and 
water hand washing in the interest of personal 
health. But as for the natural secretions of the 
skin, tho sweat and the skin oil, these do the skin 
and the health of the individual no harm and be- 
come offensive only because unhygienic clothing in- 
terferes with their natural disposition. So-called 
tody odors should really be called clothing odors, 
for it is the interference of the clothing with the 
natural oxidation of the skin secretions or excre- 
tions by the air that accounts for such odors. The 
remedy is nakedness. I am not strong for body 
washing, if you will politely overlook the ambiguity 
lere, but I do urge upon everybody in the temper- 
ate climate the hygienic value of daily air baths, 
even if one can afford, endure or risk but a few min- 
utes in the air bath. Let me repeat that the less 
clothing one wears in any season of the year, with 
regard for his personal comfort only, the more hy- 
rienic; and even if one can have only five, 10 or 20 
minutes«. day in nature's garb, say while taking the 
daily keep well exercises, why, that is always hy- 
gienic. 


Personal cleanliness Is by no means determined 
y the amount or frequency of soap and water ap- 


plied to the body. One who coddles himself with 
nore clothing than comfort demands, even tho he 
bathe daily with soap and water or water alone, is 
not so clean most of the time as one who wears no 
excess of clothing, takes an air bath daily and a 
water bath only occasionally. 


A whole lot of courageous folk spend energy tak- 


ng cold morning baths, a fine enough practice in 
he way of moral self discipline, and such discipline 
s especially good for the stout and indolent youth. 
t is not advisable for skinny ones of any age, nor 
or persons of any build past middle age. 
In the 


rinter time a cold air bath in the morning, taken 
while doing exercises, is preferable to either a 
hower or a plunge. 
Women who desire to keep a. rosy complexion 
hould be strangers to soap, except for the hands. 
The face may be cleaned by a sort of dry cleaning 
Tocess, with good cold cream. 
Too much soap and water, too frequent body 


washing, makes the skin dry and harsh and irri- 
table and itchy, especially in the winter time and 
among persons of mature age. It is wrong to wash 
away the natural skin oil. which keeps the healthy 
skin soft, clear and warm. A shower is always 
preferable to a tub bath, being more hygienic; but 
the shorter the bath the better.

My daughter consulted a foot doctor (chiropodist) 


who informed her that she had exposed nerves on 
the sole and that she would have to have electrical 
treatment for several weeks to remove them. The 
spots appear like round calluses.—(Mrs. K. L.) 


Answer—If there is any nerve exposed in this 


instance it isn't the nerve in your daughter's foot. 
The removal of painful calluses from the soles of 
the fact is a surgical operation to all practical ef- 
fect, involving the possibility of infection the same 
as any other operation. Tour daughter's feet are 
worth the care-of her physician. 


Peroxide in Mouthwash 


Kindly inform me whether peroxide, used as a 


mouthwash once a week, is injurious to the teeth.

Answer—Well diluted, say a teaspoonful in half 


a cupful of water, it will not injure the teeth if used 
only once a week. I would advise lime water for 
regular or daily use as a mouthwash. 


Uric Acid 


Is bicarbonate of soda all right to take for uric 


acid in the blood?—(Mrs. H. J.) 


Answer—It is comparatively harmless, but it Will 


have no effect on uric acid, if there is more Uric 
acid in the blood than there should be.

Retailers9 Profits 


Charges emanating from highest 


government circles that retailers are 
in large measure responsible for an 
alleged failure of the cost of living 
to decline in 
this country 
have 


brought fc*th denials 
from 
many 


sources. 
Retailers believe the best 


way to refute charges Of exorbitant 
profits is to lay their cards on the 
table and permit the consumer 'to see 
just how much money they are mak- 
ing.The following article taken from 
the "Dry Goods Economist" of Jan. 
7, 1922, gives the result of a survey 
conducted by the business research 
bureau of Harvard university along 
this line: 
The average net profit made by 


305 department stores in the year 
1920 was 1.8 per cent. This figure has 
just been arrived at by the Business 
Research Bureau of Harvard Univer- 
sity aa the result of study and com- 
pilation of detailed profit and loss 
statements obtained from the stores 
in question. The 305 stores are locat- 
ed in 39 States of the Union, in Can- 
ada, and one in Hawaii. Their ag- 
gregate sales amounted to $535,193,. 
900 and the net sales of the individ- 
ual firms ranged from »71,000 to $29,- 
000,000. 
In viewing the small percentage of 


net profit it should be noted that the 
year 1920 was one in which, accord- 
ing to claims made in many quarters, 
the retailers of this country were es- 
pecially guilty of charging exorbit- 
ant prices for their goods. Similar 
claims are agqfn behig made, yet it 
is evident that as regards department 
stores, such claims 
were 
without 


foundation. 
HEAVY EXPENSE INVOLVED 
One cause of such claims, no doubt, 


is to be found in the general lack of 
Information and understanding as to 
the expense involved in conducting a 
progressive and up-to-date department 
store. 
The Harvard Bureau of Business 


Research has just thrown a bright 
light on this subject, as well as on 
that Of retailers' profits. Of the 305 
stores whose figures were obtained 
the Bureau reports, the average total 
expense in 1920 was 25.9 per cent of 
the net sales. The gross profit being 
27.8 per cent, the remainder, or net 
profit, was, as above stated, just 1.8 
per cent. 
MULTIPLTCITV OP EXPENSE 
Few, if any, customers at the de- 


partment store's counters have any- 
thing approaching a complete or ac- 
curate conception as to the forms of 
expense which make up the total out- 
lay involved or the almost endless 
multiplicity of these items. 
Every 


reader therefore should welcome the 
list of the various forms of expense 
coming under certain broad 
classi- 


fications, with the percentage of each 
to net sales, which we print herewith. 
This list has been compiled by the 
Harvard Bureau of Research from the 
statements furnished by 266 of the 
department stores above mentioned. 


It should be noted that the figure 


for "rentals" includes insurance, tax- 
es repairs and depreciation, paid in 
lieu of rent. The figure for "ad%er- 
islng" is the expense incurred for ad- 
vertising space and does not include 
publicity salaries 
and the smaller 


items of publicity expense. In this 
connection it is pertinent also to state 
that the net profit figure represents 
net profit on merchandise operations 
before adding 
sundry revenue (net) 


and interest 'and rentals earned, and 
before deducting provision 
for in- 


come tax and excess profits taxes.
